CLIENTS IN UMBO AS 
LEGAL FIRM IS CLOSED 


CONCERNED customers fear they 
could be left in limbo for months fol¬ 
lowing the sudden closure of a chain 
of solicitors. 

More than 150 clients have sought advice after Stables & 
Company’s premises in Stourbridge, Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis were closed by legal watchdog The Solicitors 
Regulation Authority. 


The partners in the firm 
were declared bankrupt and 
the regulators are now 
investigating the firm’s 
business. 

But they have admitted it 
could be months before the 
probe is completed and all 
parties affected have been 
contacted. 

Customers say they had 
not been told the firm had 
closed. 

Many of them are pen¬ 
sioners with wills and house 
deeds at the firm. 

Urgent 

SRA spokesman Lee 
Shrimpton said: “Our inves¬ 
tigators are now working 
through the documents we 
have taken possession of and 
will getting in contact with 
the most urgent cases that 
need addressing. 

“It could be a few months 
before the investigation is 
complete and we have an 
idea of how many people are 
affected.” 

Percy Harrington, aged 
69, of Red Lion Close, Tivi- 
dale, said: “I would have 
thought that in this situa¬ 
tion we would have been 
informed - we just read 
about it and wondered what 
to do next.” 

The retired bricklayer and 
his wife Maureen contacted 
the SRA and were told to 
send photocopies of their 
passports. 

John Adams, 75, is in the 
middle of selling his house in 
Stourbridge Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, and is concerned the 
transaction could fall

through as Stables still have 
his deeds. 

The father-of-two, who is 
a retired carpenter, plans to 
move into a smaller flat but 
was waiting for the deal on 
his house to go through 
beforehand. 

He said: “It has taken me 
six months to find a buyer 
and now I’m worried it could 
all go back to square one. I 
just can’t believe there was 
no warning. 

“I’m concerned now that I 
could have to wait a long 
time while this is all sorted.” 

The offices in Stourbridge 
and Halesowen high streets 
and Halesowen Street in 
Rowley Regis have all been 
closed. 

Partners David Moore, 
Nigel Jordan and Jessica 
Bird were all declared bank¬ 
rupt on April 30 and their 
practising certificates were 
then suspended by the SRA. 

Mr Shrimpton said the 
SRA had intervened as there 
was “reason to suspect dis¬ 
honesty on the part of one of 
the former employees”. 

He added it was necessary 
to “protect the interests of 
clients - or former or poten¬ 
tial clients - of the partners 
or the interests of the bene¬ 
ficiaries of any trust which 
they are or were trustee”.

Since joining the team 
Mrs Webb's lifestyle has 
changed dramatically, she 
now exercises at least six 
times a week, through the 
touch rugby, pilates and she 
has her own gym in her 
home. She has also lost a 
stone in weight, and dropped 
two dress sizes from a size 18 
to a 14.Mrs Webb of Barnett 
Lane said: “I don't think I 
have done as much as the 
other torch-bearers, but I 
suppose I show people that 
you can turn things around, 
and can address health prob¬ 
lems like high blood pres¬ 
sure with small changes.”

Ted is sitting his GCSEs and hopes to 
study catering at Wolverhampton College. 

Ted’s parents Ashleigh and David said 
seeing their son do the paper round meant a 
lot to them. “It is every prayer answered that 
Ted is strong and well and able to do a paper

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Gallstones patient, 82 , 
died after procedure 


A WOMAN with a history of gallstones 
died after complications resulting from 
a procedure to help relieve the condi¬ 
tion, an inquest heard. 

Olive Beech, 82, had been treated in 
the past for gallstones but was diag¬ 
nosed with a blockage resulting from a 
stone last December. 

Surgical teams at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital performed an ERCP 
which uses an endoscope to help see 
inside the digestive system to diagnose 
blockages. 

But after the procedure a tear was 
found in the tissue of her throat. 

Mrs Beech, of White Harte Caravan 
Park, in Kinver, had other medical com¬ 
plications and died on January 18 this 


year. At her inquest yesterday coroner 
Robin Balmain said Mrs Beech had died 
a “natural death”. 

He recorded her death as due to 
known but rare complications of an 
exploratory procedure appropriately 
executed. 

He said: “Any procedure carries 
risks.” 

Dr Fisher said the tear was discov¬ 
ered eight hours after the procedure. 

Pathologist Dr Kenneth Scott gave 
the medical cause of death as bronchop¬ 
neumonia with contributing factors of a 
parapharyngeal abscess and perfora¬ 
tion of the pharynx. He said congestive 
cardiac failure also played a part in her 
death. 


Three hospice jobs to go 
as part of £100,000 cuts 


JOBS are being cut at a Black 
Country hospice as part of 
plans to save £100,000, it has 
been revealed. 

Three members of clinical staff are 
leaving Mary Stevens Hospice in Stour¬ 
bridge through voluntary redundancy 
but bosses insist the care patients receive 
will not be affected. Chief executive Peter 
Holliday today said the cost-saving was 
“vital”. 

He added: “If we didn’t take these 
measures there would not have been a 


hospice in the future”. The hospice, 
which costs £2.2 million a year to run and 
employs 70 staff, is looking to cut at least 
£100,000 in the coming months. 

Mr Holliday said savings would also 
have to be made in other areas, though he 
did not think more jobs would be lost. 

Warned 

But he warned that the hospice had 
been spending too much in recent years 
and was having to cut back to make ends 
meet. 

He said: “The hospice is no different to 


any other organisation in the current 
climate. We can see a robust future for the 
hospice but we need to go through a 
process to balance expenditure with 
income. Patient services have not been 
balanced with the income of the hospice 
for some years and it can’t continue to 
run at a deficit.” 

Mr Holliday said patients would still 
receive the same care but the system of 
working and assigning jobs to workers 
was being changed. 

The hospice has been hit by a drop in 
donations.

A £900,000 revamp of Kinver High 
Street is continuing to cause 
misery for residents and shops, 
more than a year after work was 
completed, traders say. 

Businesses today said their fight to get 
chicanes, placed along the busy road as part 
of the project, removed had “not been put to 
bed”. 

And they remain hopeful that Stafford¬ 
shire County Council will take action after 
villagers won a reduction in some of the 
measures following a campaign last year. 

Traders said the changes, including the 
removal of some of the chicanes, had not 
gone far enough and there were still con¬ 
stant problems being experienced along the 
route. 

Shopkeepers said the road still became 
congested at delivery times as there was no 
space for lorries to pull in to drop off goods. 

And they said some drivers were still 
becoming confused over who has the right of 
way along the route, leading to an increased 
risk of accidents. 

Trader Sarah Jolly, of The Butchery, said: 
“Even after all this time, we are still experi¬ 
encing problems with the road layout. 

Problems 

“Delivery days are an absolute night¬ 
mare. There is just no room for the lorries to 
manoeuvre, and it leads to problems along 
the High Street. We are continuing to battle 
on. This is certainly not a fight which has 
been put to bed. 

“We are hoping the county council will 
take on board what is being said and remove 
some of these measures from along the 
route.” 

Hundreds of people sent in their views on 
the redevelopment last year calling for a 
reduction in measures on the road. 

Some of the chicanes were taken out and 
others reduced in size by the county council 
but traders say it is not enough to prevent 
the problems. 

Staffordshire County Council said it had 
no plans for further works along the road.

Store boss wants to be put 
in picture over Royal photos 


WHEN Debbie Eggerton was 
helping clear out an old office at 
Beatties she had no idea she would 
uncover a piece of national history. 

Hidden under piles of books and 
papers was a cardboard folder contain¬ 
ing dozens of photos of the Queen’s 
Coronation in June 1953. Now Debbie is 
trying to solve the mystery of how the 
store came to have the photos, and what 
they were used for. 

“It’s not clear whether they were 
going to be sold in the store, or shown to 
the public as part of the celebrations,” 
says Debbie, store manager at Beatties, 
in Victoria Street, Wolverhampton. 

“We have been doing a tidying exer¬ 
cise in the offices at the store and when 
we started clearing out one room we dis¬ 
covered this folder on a shelf. It must 
have been there for a number of years. 

Negatives 

“We have asked a number of people, 
including members of the Beatties 
family, if they know where the pictures 
came from and no-one has a clue - but 
maybe someone at the store was able to 
get hold of some negatives and create 
their own prints.” 

A few of the photos have duplicates 
where the negative was re-used in a bid 
to create sharper images. 

The prints also still smell of develop¬ 
ing fluid meaning it could have been an 
in-house team at the store which 
created the photos. 

Debbie says: “All the women in the 
photos looked regal and beautiful - 
when you look at every picture you feel 
like you could be behind the lens. Our 
plan is to get the pictures framed and

put them on display in our Heritage Room for 
people to look at during the Diamond 
Jubilee.” 

After the Coronation the Queen visited 
Wolverhampton in May 1962 and some of the 
former workers at Beatties remember when 
she went past the store in her carriage. 

Two of the people working in Beatties at 
that time were Mary Boddy, aged 91, and Anne 
Sharpies, 75. Mary was in charge of catering 
at the department store and says: “People 
were getting excited about it for days before¬ 
hand and when the word went around that she 


had arrived in Wolverhampton it was more 
thrilling than a Beatties sale - and we had 
some good sales in those days. 

“Mr Beattie gave us permission to go 
outside and wave as she went past in her car¬ 
riage. Most of us poured out onto the street.” 

Anne was working in accounts at the store 
and says the streets of Wolverhampton were 
filled with people who were hoping to see the 
Queen. She said: “In the offices we were able 
to lean out of the windows and watch her go 
past in her carriage - I remember looking 
down the street and seeing crowds of people 


craning their necks to get a better view. 

“The Queen’s Coronation really sticks out 
for me as I was only 17 at the time and had 
been working in Beatties for two years. 

“My family got their first black and white 
TV and we struggled to buy one as they were 
in big demand so people could watch the Coro¬ 
nation.” 

Anne, who now lives in Wombourne, says 
“Seeing the pictures of the Coronation has 
brought a lot of memories back as I remember 
seeing her on television and thinking how 
beautiful she looked.” 


Total of 
jobless in 
shock fall 
Of 45,000 

A SURPRISE fall in the UK 
jobless total has provided 
some rare good news for the 
Coalition Government. 

Unemployment fell by 
45,000 to 2.63 million in the 
three months to March, and 
in the West Midlands it was 
down by 19,000 to 228,000. 

Job queues were shorter 
in Wolverhampton, where 
those claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance fell by 246 to 
12,108, or 7.9 per cent of the 
city’s working population - 
nearly twice the national 
rate of four per cent. 

Unemployment is now at 
its lowest since last summer, 
while a dip in the number of 
people nationally claiming 
the dole has fallen for the 
second month in a row by 
13,700 to 1.59 million - the 
biggest drop since July 2010. 

Eligible 

Nationally the number of 
people in work increased by 
105,000 to almost 30 million, 
but this was due to a rise in 
part-time workers. 

Almost eight million 
people are now in a part- 
time job, the highest since 
records began in 1992, while 
those working part-time 
because they cannot find 
full-time work increased by 
73,000 to a record high of 1.4 
million. Self-employment 
has also reached a record 
figure of 4.1 million.

History - Steve Jenkins 
(Anchor, paperback, 
£25) 

A PASSION for soul 
and pop music took 
Steve Jenkins from 
alsall to California 
nd the top of the 
usic business. 

He helped create hits for 
lets ranging from Kylie 
linogue to The Stone 
,oses, helped get Britney 
Spears a record deal and 
counts soul singer Billy 
Ocean and producer Peter 
Waterman among his closest 
friends. He has had a hand 
in an incredible 260 plat¬ 
inum, gold or silver discs. 

And it all began at a coffee 
bar in Walsall town centre in 
the 1960s when he became 
betwitched by the sound of 
Tamla Motown. 

His school days at Joseph 
Leckie were a disaster, 
partly due to home problems 
caused by his parents’ ill 
health, and he wasn’t satis¬ 
fied selling cars in Birming¬ 
ham. So he became a DJ on 
the Midlands soul scene, 
then got a job as a record 
plugger promoting new 
releases, and his rise to the 
very top of the business at 
Jive Records was well under 
way by the 1980s. 

His autobiography is full 
to the brim with anecdotes 
about famous performers

A review of new non-fiction books 
by Leon Burakowski 


The Filter Bubble - 
Eli Pariser (Penguin, 
paperback, £9.99) 

Have you noticed how in 
recent years search engines 
such as Google and portals 
like Facebook seem to think 
they know you. That they 
make assumptions on your 
tastes and interests. 

This is due to the ongoing 
personalisaton of the inter¬ 
net experience, a new phe¬ 
nomena that worries online 
campaigner Eli Pariser. 

Websites use cookies and 
algorithms to track online 
habits so they can sell 


adverts targetted at those 
likely to buy the product. 

Information is currency 
on the net and these faceless 
cyber monoliths are getting 
a lot of information about 
you. Meanwhile, they are 
now filtering what informa¬ 
tion reaches you, Pariser’s 
so-called Filter Bubble. 

If you like Lady Gaga, it’s 
great to get the latest news 
on Lady Gaga. But what if 
your internet habits suggest 
you have a certain political 
viewpoint and then the only 
news and comment you 
receive reflects that political 
stance? The filter takes 


away the opportunity to be 
challenged, surprised, to dis¬ 
cover something new. As 
Pariser puts it: “indoctrinat¬ 
ing us with our own ideas.” 
His book will help you look 
at the internet in a new 
light. 

Story Of A Secret State 
- Jan Karski 
(Penguin, paperback, 
£9.99) 

First published during the 
Second World War, this book 
reveals that the Allies were 
informed at the highest level 
about Hitler’s industrialised 
mass murder of Europe’s 
Jews before the liberation of 
the camps. 

But this eyewitness 
account was dismissed. 

Patriotic Pole Karski was 
almost ridiculously brave. 
He survived imprisonment 
by the Russians and the 
Germans. 

He became a courier in the 
Polish Underground travel¬ 
ling between Nazi and 
Soviet zones, across Europe 
to France and back to occu¬ 
pied Poland, even to the 
heart of Nazi Germany. 

He was captured, tortured 
and more than once escaped 
the Gestapo. In his most 
audacious mission he smug¬ 
gled himself inside a concen¬ 
tration camj^ dressed as a 
guard and witnessed the 
horrors. 

Some of his views may 
seem old fashioned now but 
his account of his work in 
the resistence is astonish¬ 
ing.

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Woman made false daim 
on £9,953 home benefit 


A WOMAN falsely received £9,953 in 
income support and housing benefit after 
failing to tell the authorities she was living 
at an address with her husband. 

Joanna Linda Wood was ordered to carry 
out 40 hours unpaid work and placed under 
a 12 month community order by Dudley 
magistrates last week. 

The 34-year-old, of Clock Tower View, 
Wordsley, pleaded guilty to two counts of 
failing to notify a change in circumstances 
between April 2009 and May 2011. 

Magistrates heard she had originally 
claimed for the benefit in 2008 and at the 
time it had been legitimate as she and her 
partner had separated. 

But the pair had later married and even 
taken out home insurance in joint names in 


the April of 2009. Mr Ben Close, prosecuting 
on behalf of the Department of Work and 
Pensions, said Wood had already started 
paying back the money. 

“In interview she admitted they had been 
living together,” he said. 

“An investigation also showed her 
husband’s car parked up at the same 
address she was living at overnight.” 

Mr Michael Davis, defending, said: “She 
has never sought to diminish her responsi¬ 
bility and accepts what she did was wrong. 

“The claim was legitimate at the outset. 
She was hedging her bets. The relationship 
was not as harmonious at one point as it sub¬ 
sequently became. 

“She has started paying back the money.” 

Wood was also ordered to pay £150 costs. 


Marina plan supported 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to increase 
the size of a proposed marina in South 
Staffordshire have been recommended 
for approval, despite mass opposition 
from residents. 

Objections have flooded in against 
the proposals for Swindon, which 
would increase the number of boats to 
be moored at the site from 199 to 236. 
They have voiced fears the develop¬ 
ment could lead to pollution, an 
increase in traffic and cause general 
nuisance in the village. 

But council officers have ruled in 
favour of the project - and councillors 
are now expected to rubber-stamp the 
proposals at a meeting next week. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson is among those who have 
voiced concerns. “I am really surprised 


this has been recommended for 
approval,” he said. 

“The concerns of local people should 
be listened to. 

I would personally be very concerned 
to see it rise above the 200 figure. It is 
going to be a very substantial develop¬ 
ment as it is.” 

Original proposals for a 252-boat 
marina were submitted by Tim and 
Joanna Munday in 2009. Plans for the 
complex prompted objections from 
more than 200 residents. 

Revised plans were submitted for 
226 narrowboats, before it was scaled 
down even further to 199 boats. Those 
were approved in December 2010. 

As well as the marina, an office, farm 
shop, tea rooms, gift shop, viewing 
gallery area and a car park on around 


22 acres would also be created. Mr and 
Mrs Munday say the scheme will create 
around 10 jobs and boost tourism in 
the area. 

A statement from the South 
Staffordshire Council’s strategic serv¬ 
ices department reads: “I believe this 
application will support and contribute 
to a number of our aims, including high 
quality service delivery and raising the 
profile of South Staffordshire as a 
visitor destination, encourage sustain¬ 
able development and contribute to the 
overall value of spend and volume of 
visitors to the local economy. 

“In addition the development will 
also offer employment opportunities 
for our residents and help to support 
local traders and pubs within the 
village.”

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hub of creating 200 jobs 



A BLACK COUNTRY freight 
logistics business launched 
eight years ago is set to 
create 200 jobs over the next 
five years. 

Pallet-Track has grown from 
employing just seven when it went 
operational in January 2004 to 200 at 
its current 267,000 sq ft central hub at 
Millfields Road, Ettingshall. 

Managing director and founder 
Nigel Parkes said his business had 
trebled in size since moving to its 
Titan Distribution Centre in 2008. 

“We bucked the trend during the 
recession as well. From 2008 to 2009 
we grew by 14 per cent,” he said. 

Group turnover has grown from 
£600,000 in 2004 to £70m this year. 

Mr Parkes, aged 42, said Pallet- 
Track employed more than 3,500 
across the country at its depots which 
have grown from 46 in 2004 to 75. 

“The number employed at our head¬ 
quarters will grow from 200 over the 
next five years to at least double to 400 
- and that is at a conservative esti¬ 
mate,” he said. 

Invested 

The Wolverhampton hub, which 
was found after a two-year search, 
operates Monday to Friday and comes 
alive at night with lorries pouring in 
from all over the country. 

“Last year we invested £l.lm in 
buying a fleet of 40 custom-made fork¬ 
lift trucks for the distribution centre 
from Linde,” added Mr Parkes, 

The Wolverhampton hub is at 80 per 
cent capacity and Pallet-Track is 
already looking at future options. 

“Whatever happens, we will retain a 
presence in the Black Country,” Birm¬ 
ingham-born Mr Parkes pledged. 

Pallet-Track originally operated 
from a 100,000sq ft premises in Woden 
Road West, Wednesbury. It was han¬ 


dling 800 pallets a night initially but 
just this month reached a new record of 
9,000 in one night. The company has 
tens of thousands of UK customers. 

The rising cost of diesel has also con¬ 
tributed to Pallet-Track’s growth with 
business finding it cheaper to use 
Pallet-Track’s network rather than 
operate their own transport fleets in 
isolation. 

Mr Parkes said the key to their 
success lay in “efficiency” and ensur¬ 


ing vehicles did not travel empty. 

“We maximise the amount carried to 
provide the most efficient way for busi¬ 
ness to move materials across the 
country,” he said. Member companies 
bring their goods into the massive 
central warehouse and other members 
take them to other parts of the UK. 

Mr Parkes said the business had the 
potential to continue to grow with the 
medium to long term target to expand 
into Europe.

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Dan's distinctive voice 
heard on debut album 


WOLVERHAMPTON 
singer and song¬ 
writer Dan White- 
house has collected 
enough of his own 
material, ably abetted 
by Michael and Steve 
Clarke, to release his 
first, and epony- 
mously titled, full 
album which is out on 
May 23. 

Dan has served his time 
on the local music scene and 
played many major festivals, 
and his album is currently 
getting airplay on Radio 6. 

On the album you can 
hear Dan flexing his vocal 
range with tracks which cer¬ 
tainly brings to mind artists 
such as Bob Dylan, David 
Bowie, Leonard Cohen, 
Donovan and Peter Gabriel. 

Whether these influences 
are conscious or otherwise 
remains to be seen, but in 
between these is the breathy 
and distinctive voice of Dan 
who is able to convey real 
emotion in his singing. 

Evocative 

There are nice little evoca¬ 
tive twists among the tracks 
such as Three Bodies which 
could easily be the sound of a 
busker on the streets of 
Paris. 

Perhaps the tracks which 
gives you Dan at his stripped 
down best is Hold on to What 
We Have in which the music 
has more than a tinge of 
Pink Floyd to it.

The album comes with 
ambitious renderings such 
as the thumping rhythm of 
Fire of Lust and In My 
Stupid Face. Dan uses sound 
effects very well which is 
reminiscent of Roxy Music’s 
early experimentations. 

All in all this is a very 
thoughtful and reflective 
Other new releases: 
SHEFFIELD’S mellow 
voiced Richard Hawley, 
formerly of Pulp, turns the 
amps up to 11 on his new 
album Standing at the 


Sky’s Edge. 

There are some crooned 
ballads about the lost and 
lonely but as important on 
this album is the fiery fret¬ 
work as he unleashes squalls 
of psychedelic drone rock. 
There is a thin line between 
quirky and irritating and I 
am afraid Marina and the 
Diamonds overstep it on 
Electra Heart with songs 
that would have been 
rejected by Shakespeare’s 
Sister a couple of decades 
ago. Her vocal gymnastics 


are just too mannered and 
get in the way of the songs, 
and when she tones it down 
a little she sounds like a nil 
point Eurovision entry. 

Former Blur frontman 
Damon Albarn’s latest 
wild tangent is Dr Dee, part 
pastoral symphony and part 
folk song cycle about the life 
of Elizabethan mystic John 
Dee. More Radio 3 than 1, 2 
or 6. 

Sweet Billy Pilgrim 

continue to defy genres with 
their Crown and Treaty 
album. If you imagine a folky 
version of Elbow, then 
you’re on the right track. 

Fans of such jazz-inflected 
soul singers of the 70s as Bill 
Withers and Labi Siffre 
should check out young Lon¬ 
doner Michael Kiwanuka. 
His debut Home Again 
isn’t highly original but 
those who like classic soul 
will embrace it. 

Norah Jones’ breathy 
vocal charm gains more 
gravitas and variety on 
Little Broken Hearts and 
ace producer Danger Mouse 
has given the whole affair an 
elegant sheen. 

Brooklyn’s Santi White, 
AKA Santigold, on her 
second album Master of 
My Make-Believe delivers 
a potent and inventive blend 
of rock, reggae, dubstep, 
drum ‘n’ bass with a keen 
pop sense. Disparate Youth 
is the stand out track and 
Karen O guests on Go!

Speedway plan gains momentum 


SPEEDWAY could be coming home to 
Dudley as plans for a new sports 
stadium bringing thousands of fans to 
the borough have been revealed. 

Dudley Heathens today confirmed 
discussions had been taking place with 
Gornal Athletic football club on a 
ground-sharing proposal for the 
stadium. 

Unused land at the foot of Castle Hill 
in the shadow of the town’s historic zoo 
and near Black Country Living 
Museum is among the sites being con¬ 
sidered. 

The former Cradley Heathens side 


were forced to stop racing in the area in 
1995 when its home, the Dudley Wood 
Stadium, was earmarked for a housing 
development. 

The club reformed three years ago as 
Dudley Heathens and has since raced 
at Wolverhampton’s Monmore Green 
Stadium in the National League. Hea¬ 
thens club chairman and speedway 
broadcaster Nigel Pearson today it 
would be the “ultimate dream” to 
return to the borough and vowed to 
pursue the process with officials. 

“The support that we have had since 
we returned three years ago has been 


the motivation to drive us forward,” he 
said. Architect drawings are being 
developed as part of an application 
devised over the past few months. 

Another meeting between the 
parties is due to be held next week but 
Mr Pearson today reiterated that pro¬ 
posals had not yet been finalised. The 
plans would be financed by the sale of 
Gornal Athletic’s Garden Walk 
Stadium for redevelopment. Mr 
Pearson says they would try to emulate 
the model of Walsall football club’s 
Banks’s Stadium which hosts a range 
of off-the-pitch events. 


Borough is ready to 
blaze Olympic trail 



The Olympic flame will be travelling on a narrowboat through the borough 


WHETHER travelling by land, 
water or rail, the Olympic 
Torch is sure of a bostin’ Black 
Country welcome on its 
arrival in Dudley. 

Visitors will be able to see the torch- 
bearers from several vantage points 
including parks and attractions as they 
pound through the streets on June 30. 

In homage to the town’s proud indus¬ 
trial heritage, the flame will travel at a 
sedate pace on a narrowboat from the 
Dudley Canal Trust, off Birmingham 
New Road through to the Black 
Country Living Museum, where it will 
make part of its journey on a tram. 

Organisers hope to create a carnival 
atmosphere in Dudley when the flame 
comes to town and are busy planning 
activities. 

Torchbearers, young and old, and 
from all walks of life, have won the 
opportunity to carry the Olympic flame 
through Dudley on the day. Many were 
nominated for their work in the com¬ 
munity or for charity. 

The torchbearers include people 
from around the region as well as resi¬ 
dents from Dudley itself. 

The first glimpse people will get of 
the torch will be when it arrives at the 
north of the borough in Coseley at 
around 4.20pm on June 30. 

Torchbearers will have already taken 
the flame through Wolverhampton 
before jogging down Birmingham New 
Road to cross the border into Dudley. 

Handover 

The official handover will take place 
on Birmingham New Road at its junc¬ 
tion with Shaw Road before it heads 
into Dudley borough. Pupils and staff 
from The Coseley School and Specialist 
Sports College are expected to gather to 
cheer the torch on its way along the 
main dual carriageway flanked by well- 
wishers on every side. 

As the torchbearers continue down 
Birmingham New Road they will pass 
Coseley’s Silver Jubilee Park. 

Sporting events will take place in the 
park at its very own outdoor gym, 
known as the healthy hub. The hub has 
a range of equipment for people to use 
to keep fit throughout the year free of 
charge. 

The torch will then continue down 
Birmingham New Road, past the 


estate and on towards the entrance to 
the Dudley Canal Trust. 

Around 80,000 people visit the 
attraction every year with regular 
guided boat trips through the tunnels. 

The venue is the first focal point for 
the relay through Dudley as the flame 
takes a unique journey on a narrowboat 
through the tunnels, lighting the dim, 
watery passageways, many of which 
date back to the 18th century. 

Expert canal navigators will then 
guide the narrowboat to moor at the 
trust’s link with the Black Country 
Living Museum. This marks the second 
focal point for the Dudley relay aiming 
to reflect the rich industrial past the 
town is renowned for. 

The spectacle will be written into 
history books watched by 1,000 lucky 
people who have won free tickets from 
a special draw held by the museum. 

Visitors are invited to enter into the 
spirit of the day and dress in early 
1900s costume. 

They will look on as torchbearers 
continue through the museum taking 


on board a traditional tram for the final 
part of its journey through the 
museum. 

Museum director Andrew Lovett 
said: “I feel so proud to welcome the 
Olympic Torch to Black Country Living 
Museum - on behalf of the Black 
Country. “It is a real honour for the 
region and is one for the history books. 
It’s a chapter in our lives we will 
recount to our children and our chil¬ 
dren’s children.” 

Farewell 

Visitors to the museum will then bid 
a fond farewell to the flame as the route 
exits out on to the Tipton Road. 

People will line the street as the torch 
passes the site for the new £6 million 
Dudley Archives and up towards the 
Castlegate island at the foot of Castle 
Hill. It will then round the corner in the 
shadow of Dudley Castle and down 
Birmingham Road past the Castlegate 
retail park towards Burnt Tree. 

And that is where the flame will leave 
Dudley. 


Police patrols thanked for 15pc 
drop in crime rate over the year 


CRIME across Dudley has dropped by nearly 15 per cent 
in the past year. 

New data for the borough shows there were 2,812 
fewer victims of crime in the last 12 months. 

Burglaries have decreased by nearly a third. 

The police say the drop is down to increased night-time 
patrols and the launch of the borough’s first “no rogue 
trader zones”. 

The total recorded crimes between April 1, 2010 to 
March 31, 2011 wasl8,044 - but fell to 15,439 the next 
year. 

The number of burglaries committed also fell from 
1,471 to 1,071. 

Awareness 

The borough’s Safe and Sound Partnership, which 
includes the police and Dudley Council, kicked off Opera¬ 
tion Spotlight, has been working hard over the past 12 
months. 

It has been focussing on raising awareness of crime and 
crime prevention. 

It has also been handing out property-marking kits to 
crack down on raids of homes. 

In the last year, the partnership has also carried out a 


review of how anti-social behaviour is dealt with and is 
drawing up proposals for a dedicated anti-social behav¬ 
iour team. 

They will make it easier for victims to report issues and 
ensure complaints are dealt with quicker. 

John Polychronakis, who is chairman of Dudley 
borough’s community safety partnership and chief exec¬ 
utive of Dudley Council, said afterwards: “It has to be 
good news that the number of victims of crime in Dudley 
has again fallen. 

“It is thanks to continued close working relationships 
between the council, police and other agencies through 
the partnership that has helped see this reduction. 

“However we can’t be complacent. 

“There is always a need to drive home safety messages, 
work with communities and reassure residents that 
Dudley takes action when it comes to crime. 

“The partnership is committed to maintaining Dudley 
as a safe borough to live, work and play in and people are 
encouraged to remain vigilant and make sure they report 
anything suspicious.”

It had been ten years since 
his last Birmingham show, 
in which time he released 
little original material until 
last year’s fame concept 
album 15 Minutes - from 
which two songs were 
warmly received. The 
Brooklyn songsmith’s duet 
via video with his younger 
self for Mandy was poignant. 

Could it be magic? Yes, it 
was.

Murder mystery is a 
gripping period piece 
even without Poirot 

Agatha Christie’s Murder On The Nile, 
Wolverhampton Grand 

IF you are expecting a certain Belgian detective to help exer¬ 
cise your little grey cells, you are out of luck. That’s 
Agatha’s Christie’s Death On The Nile and this is a differ¬ 
ent (if rather similar) tale from the queen of mystery. Even 
more confusingly, the popular 1978 film used elements from 
both stories. 

The Nile becomes the river of no return for a couple of 
passengers aboard a paddle steamer in this whodunnit. 
Mystery fans will probably guess ‘who dunnit’ and puzzle 
instead ‘how they dunnit’ in this four act play set on a nicely 
realised cruise deck set. 

There is a portly gent of a cerebral nature on hand to solve 
the murder mystery, Canon Ambrose Pennefather, a sort of 
ecclesiastical Poirot. 

Murder always seems rather mundane in these anti¬ 
quated Christie plays. Rather than being shocked or struck 
by grief, the first thought of those surrounding the victim is 
unmasking the killer or finding an alibi. But perhaps that’s 
part of the creaky charm combined with stiff-upper-lip 
Britishness and the odd swipe at johnny foreigner. 

The ensemble cast are good. Kate O’Mara brings some 
humour as the splendidly named snob Mrs ffoliot-ffoulkes 
(“no capital Fs!”) whilst Denis Lill is utterly dependable as 
the investigating clergyman. Chloe Newsome does a nicely 
neurotic turn as the jealous Louise de Vallois, who is stalk¬ 
ing ill-matched newly weds Kay and Simon Mostyn (Susie 
Amy and Ben Nealon). 

The play continues at the Grand to Saturday.

Aston is

DUDLEY’S Ryan Aston has 
backed Carl Froch to become 
a world champion once again 
on Saturday night after four 
days of sparring between the 
two. 

Hometown hero and 
former WBC title holder 
Froch goes for the IBF 
crown held by Lucian Bute 
at the Nottingham Arena, 
live on Sky Sports. 

On the undercard of the 
Sky Sports bill, undefeated 
middleweight Aston faces a 
test against veteran puncher 
Paul Samuels over six 
rounds.

But that’s not as much as 
his sparring partner - who is 
only 21 - has taken from 
their exchanges. 

He said: “I am a big fan of 
Carl Froch and he's been 
brilliant for boxing, he's 
doesn’t duck anyone and 
he's a credit to the sport. 

Talented 

“To have this sort of spar¬ 
ring is priceless, you can’t 
ask for anything better, and 
Carl is such a talented bloke. 

“I am being recognised as 
a class of opponent for 
world-class athletes and it’s 
been brilliant. 

“It’s been making me 
switch on a lot and he’s 
made me think more than 
anyone I have been in there 
with. He’s clever, has got a 
very long reach and he’s got 
a great chin as well.”
